HE ‘ast Russlan to 
enter the shack, in a 

5 poor village . near 
Smolensk, closed the door. 
The young farm workers 
and women smiled and mur- 
mured greetings to each 
other.

The ‘Challenge 


The Soviet authorities have 
tried fer 36 years by, every 
meons to crush religion, but their 
efferts are losing their carly 
sureness.

They threaten force, “Re- 
ligicn is reactionary and an 
tmplacabic stmggle must be 
waged against its prejudices.” 
Then they hasten to say that 
the battle is not against men 
“enchained” religion, but say 
that the battle is only against 
iicas. 

Orders have been issued _to 
Baptists to organise - themselves 
fika the Orthodox Church so 
that they can be controlicd.

Shunning the Ife that 
would normally be congenial to 
a man of his intellectual 
eminence, he enlisted first in 
the Tank Corps, later in the 
RAF, When he was offered the 
post of secretary of the Bank of 
Englund, he insisted that the 
only job he would take wns 
night- watchman, 


Some persons suspected the 
sincerity of these impulses 
towards — sel{-intmolaion.

But his shrinking was probably 
genuine; Mke his exhibitionism. 

He was a natural celibate, “a 
one-man monastery.”

Four copies of oa second 
version were printed; then 
Lawrence spent £13,000 on a 
sumptuous Hmlited edition of c 
third version, Two hundred 
copies were sold to subscribers 
ut £30 ench; soine were soon on 
the market nogain at £600. 


The book has a poem ‘of 
dedication “To S.A." It begins: 
I loved you, s0 I drew these 
tides of men into my hands and 
wrote my will across the sky in 
stars, Nobody knows for certain 
whether S.A. was.

It seemed then that the Bad- 
minton Association of Malaya 
was the logical bédy to sponsor 
the tour, but for some reason or

In a second visit to Hong- 
kong, Mr Lim Chuan-geok sux- 
gested that the Hongkong Bad~ 
minton Association sponsor the 
tour and conseguently rmpplica- 
ton was made by the HABA lo 
the Internationn!

At the same time the HKBA 
wrote to the BAM asking that

While I am om tho subject of 
the indirect free-kick I have Just 
come across an {nteresting Stem 
concerning It In a recent publica- 
tten by FIFA. 

The FIFA Referees’ Com- 
mittee mecting carlicr this year 
held o discussion on the ap- 
plication of Law 12 and I re- 
produce below the full minute 
on the subject which hos since 
been reicascd. 

LAW 12: A_ player Inten- 
tionally stretches out his arms, 
not cnly trying to obstruct an 
opponent, but also to annoy 
him. He does not make “bodily 
contact" but In stepping from 
one side to the other in front of 
his opponent and by moving his 
arms up and down ’ ho delays 
his opponent and forces him to 
change course and to make a 
detour jn order to evade the 
obstructing player, 

ANSWER BY THE COM- 
MITTEE: An fndirect free-kick 
wilt be awarded for obstruction.
